May Quote Col. Roosevelt 


Parts of a recent report by Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt, president of the 
National Health Council, may be well 
worth quoting locally. It emphasizes 
the following: “That it is not the 
Government’s policy at the present 
time to take over the work of the 
voluntary health agencies; in fact the 
official health agencies—because they 
have had their budgets reduced by 20 
per cent as an average and as high as 
50 per cent in some communities— 
have thrown a tremendously increased 
burden on the private organizations 
which must carry on with the re- 
sources that are frequently even more 
reduced than those of the official 
agencies.” 

“Support of these health agencies, 
many of which are engaged in preven- 
tion rather than in cure of disease, is 
all the more needed because of the 
fact that several hundred hospitals 
and other institutions have been com- 
pelled to close their doors during the 
depression years since 1929. It is far 
more economical as well as much 
more humane to prevent disease than 
to cure it.”

Childhood’s Foes 


A study of five years’ deaths from com- 
municable diseases among children, made 
by the California State Department of 
Health, is suggested as a guide useful 
to show where intensive effort may bring 
the greatest saving of life. For babies of 
less than a year, whooping-cough was the 
deadliest communicable disease, with ven- 
ereal diseases second. Among the one-to- 
four-year-olds, tuberculosis came first, 
causing a third of all deaths from com- 
municable disease, followed by whooping- 
cough. -For school children in these years 
of the study (1928-1932) tuberculosis was 
even more deadly, causing 40 per cent of 
the communicable disease deaths, and 


followed by diphtheria.

A Tenth Report 


After ten years of intensive public 
health work in the Bellevue-Yorkville 
district, which involved the expenditure 
of nearly a million dollars, the Milbank 
Memorial Fund, on November 15, trans- 
ferred all the activities of the Demonstra- 
tion to the Health Department of New 
York City. 

This Demonstration was intended to 
answer the question, “How much can 
actually be accomplished in a period of 
ten years in improving the health of a 
congested area of a great city?” 

The answer to the above question is 
indicated by the following data: 

Before the Demonstration, there were 
in this area as many as fifty deaths 
from diphtheria in a year, while dur- 
ing the past three years not a single 
death has occurred. 

A decrease of 29 per cent in the 
tuberculosis death rate, whereas dur- 
ing the corresponding period the rate 
for the Borough of Manhattan as a 
whole declined only 4 per cent. 

A drop of 20 per cent in infant 
mortality rate as compared with 4 
per. cent for Manhattan. 

Cooperation with official and volun- 
tary organizations and with the med- 
ical profession was stressed through- 
out the Demonstration. 

The Health Center at 325 East 38th 
Street will be operated as one of a series 
of such centers under the City Health 
Department.
